Claims 1, 19, 36 and 46 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising : 

(a) patentably distinct species of immunomodulatory molecules, selected from the group consisting 
10 of heat shock proteins, the various cytokines listed, e.g. in claim 5; 

(b) patentably distinct cell types, selected from the group consisting of prokaryotic cells, fibroblasts, 
and the various tumor cell types listed in claim 11; and 

(c) disease associated antigens selected from the group consisting of the specific antigens listed in 
claim 16 and TCR derived peptide (claim 17)
